THE DaY IN CONGRESS.

A Bill in the Senate to Abolish vhe Jaternal Revenve 
Bureau. 

Wasurncton, December 5.—The senate wae 
called to order at noon. After prayer, by the 
chaplain, and the reading of the journal, 
several joint resolutions were presented to be 
referred to appropriate committees when ap- 
pointed. 

Among the bills introduced were the fol- 
lowing: By Mr. Jones, of fierida—To au- 
thorize the erection of public buildings in 
Key West. It appropriates $100,000 
the purpose. Also to authorize the secretary 
of the treasury to settle the claimsof thestate 
of Florida for expenses in suppressing Indian 
hostilities By Mr Fry—To extend the dura- 
tion of the court of Aiabama claims. It con- 
tinues the court to December 13, 1885, and 
empowers the president to continue it oue 
year longer if necessary. By Mr. Butler of 
South Carolina—To repeal tne internal reve- 
nue laws now in force, and to abolish the in- 
ternal revenue bureau. By Mr. George—To re- 
lieve the Protestant orphan asylum of Natchez, 
Miss. By Mr. George—To permit a statue 
of Garibaldi to be erected in the public 
grounds of Vicksburg, Miss. Mr. Jones, of 
Florida, offered a reso'ution which Was agreed 
to, calling on the president for information 
as to whether the ninth article of the treaty 
of 1819, between the United S:ates and Spain, 
has been fully executed by the United States. 
lf not, what impediments, whether of law or 
fact: interfere with such execution. Aftera 
brief executive session, during which a num- 
ber of nominations received to-day, mostly 
recess appointments, were laid upon the table 
to await the formation of the committees, the 
senate adjourned until to-morrow. 

In the senate to-day, before that body went 
into executive session, Senater Morrell ob- 
tained the floor and delivered a prepared 
speech on his bill regarding coinage. 

IN THE HO@SE. 

In the house, Mr. Tucker, of Virginia, 
called up the resolution offered by him yes- 
terday, referring to the committee on elec 
tions the papers in the Virginia contested 
election case of Garrison vs. Mayo, with in- 
structions to that committee to decide on the 
prima facie right to a seat without prejudice 
to the final decision on its merits. In sup- 
port of hie resolution, Mr. Tucker said all 
preliminary proceedings of the swearing in 
of members under the law of congress and 
the swearing in of members under the Jaw, 
depended on the regularity of the certificates 
presented by each member. It was some-

when the members were sworn in, the house 
was organired, and for the first time 
was acting under the constitution, which gave 
dt the right co judge of theelection of its own 
members.

Mecretary Fo'ger'« Penciiiog ot Whatit Wl Take 
te Kea the Government. 
WasuHInaton, December 5.—The 
ofthe treasury transmitted to congress lt 
day the estimates of the appropriations re- 
quired for the fiscal year ending June 3Urh, 
1385. The amount estimated as required for 
allexpenses of the government is $285,120.,- 
which is $22,323,282 less than the ay 
gregate of the appropriations for the 
present fiscal year, and $57,154 857 less than 
the sum called for in the estimates submitted 
last year. ‘lhe appropriation for the 
present fiscai year, including the defi 
ciencies and miscellaneous, $305,443,- 
587. The estimates on which these appro- 
priations were based, calling for $340,- 
280,162, The estimates submitted to-day are 
divided as follows: Civil establishment, $22.,. 
045,663; foreign intercourse, $1,569,401; mili- 
tury establishment, $27,136,102; naval estab- 
lishment, $22,747,751; Indian affairs, $8 466.- 
$10; pension, $40,000 000; public works, $17,- 
760,214; postal service, $2,958,111; miscellane- 
ous, $25,293,965; permanent annual appropri- 
ations, $115,147,037. The estimates in all the 
aboVe Cases, eXvepl for the pensions for for- 
eign intercourse and permanent annual ap- 
propriations, are for larger sums than those 
appropriated for use during the present fiscal 
year. The appropriation for pensions for the 
present year amounted to $86,576,287; for 
foreign intercourse, $82,177,984, and the per- 
muuent annual appropriations to$117,529,521, 
Phe estimates which show iacreases over the 
umounts appropriated last year, are as follows: 
Civil estabdlisment, $547,216 increase; military 
estadlishments, $1,615,055 increase: naval es- 
tablish ments$6.767,314 increase: Lndian affairs, 
$2,427,423 increase; public works, $11,789,363 
lucrease; postal service,$2,942,087 increase; 
miscellaneous, $1,162 917 increase. The in- 
crease 1p the estimates for the naval establisu- 
nent is due to provisions for completing the 
steel cruisers monitors and the dispatch boat.

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\ Kesolution Asking Mahone to Kes!gn— The Govern- 
or’s Message. 

RiIcHMOND, JJecember 5.—The general as- 
sembly met at noon and both houses organ- 
zed by the election of the democratic caucus 
nominees, The joint committe waited on 
(he governor and soon thereafter his message 
was received and read. A resolution was in- 
troduced in the senate calling on Senator 
Mahone to resign. The preamble consists of 
a Sharp arraignment of the senator. 

GOVERNOR CAMERON'S ME*S4GE, 

Governor Cameron in his message, deals 
inainly with state affairs. In the matter of 
the public debt he refers at length to the 
working of the Riddleberger act, and recom 
mends that the requirements of the bill shall 
all be carried out by the. present ieyislature; 
and that further legislation be adopted to in- 
crease its effectiveness. In relation to the con- 
dition of the public school system he says 
that in the past two years facilities for free 
education have been almost doubled. He 
hopes that his views in favor of furnishing 
neans for teaching all the people to under- 
stand their rights, to know the limit of their 
privilege, and feel and perform the full meas- 
ure of their duties, will meet with no opposi- 
tion in Virginia, and he urges upon the iegis- 
lature the importance of further improving 
the means of educating the children of ali 
classes. The governer says that the long 
vexed question’ of the proper bounda- 
ry line between Virginia and Maryland is 
about to be _ settled. He urgently 
recommends arepeal of the act passed at the 
session Of 1881 1882, to define the true bound- 
ary line between the two states,and intimates 
that Maryland got the advantage of Virginia 
as oO the oyster interest. He complains that 
Maryland has a fleet of nine vessels engaged 
iu the suppression of unlawful dredging upon 
her oysier beds, while Virginia has none, 
though she has the largest oyster interest on 
the continent. He wilisendaspecial mes 
sage to the legislature on this subject. 

THE DANVILLE TROUBLE. 

Referring to the recent trouvle in Danville, 
he says: ‘“‘Itissad to mara pleasant picture 
by alluding to an unhappy circumstance 
which all good people shoud pray God shall 
never be repeated in Virginia. Far be it 
from the government of this commonwealth, 
whose duties are purely executive, tocriticise 
in any partisan sense the trouble by which 
death and blood came on the third of No 
vember to many citizens in one of the cities 
of Virginia. There is no purpose here to ask 
your honorable body to investigate the mat- 
ter. There is no right vested in the governor 
to do so, but the charge made against this 
state and that community is this, that men 
were killed, men were wounded, of no mat- 
ter what party, of no matter 
what color, and that contrary 
to all the Jow-observing habits of this people, 
no man has been accused, arrested or tried 
for his part in the ktiling, or wounding. This 
is the view of the affair which all good people 
should join. The judicial investigation 
should be had, witnesses should be allowed 
to testify, should be made to testify, and the 
truth should be made apparent, so that the 
commonweaith of Virginia should be placed 
before the world as one of the states which 
tries crime, poO-matter who may be the

Presentiy Mr. Tucker and Mr. Blount 
exchanged afew words with him. Hardly 
less noticed was Mr. Robinson, of Massachu- 
setts, with whom many members from both 
sides shook hands in congratulation of his 
victory over Butier. He will sit in the house 
until the time for his inauguration as govern- 
or. He was given additional prominence to- 
day by the fact that Mr. Lyman, of Massachu- 
getts. used his nameto rebuke Keifer, and 
two members voted for him for speaker, 
Keifer satnear William D. Kelley and another 
friend when this thrust was made at him, evi- 
dently a worried man, They spoke to him 
and a short parley ensued. A _ consider- 
able vote would bave been polled against him 
had not William Walter Puelps and the eigh- 
teeh who voted with him considered them- 
selves bound by the action of the caucus. 
Such opposition to acomplimentary vote fora 
speaker just thrown into the minority was 
never known beforc, Before Kasson’s aamewas 
reached he quietly slipped out, and when 
George Robinson was called twice he shook 
his head and was silent.

THE SPEAKER'S INAUGURATION,

al. Bill for specific performance, 
from Richmond. Practice in superior court. 
Equity. Motion in arrest of judgment. Par- 
ties. Title Evidence. Witness. Handwri- 
ting. Practice in supreme court, Contracts. 
(Before Judge Roney. ) 

_ Jackson, C. J.—1. A motion in arrest of 
judgment is unknown to courts of equity, 
and exceptions based on the denial of that 
motion cannot avail the plaintiff in error. 

2 Objections to a bill in equity for want of 
parties must be made by special demurrer; a 
general demurrer for want of equity will not 
embrace them. 

_®& If there was errorin not considering the 

general demurrer, it did not hurt the plain- 
tiffin error, because there is equity in the 
bill and if considered, it should have been 
overruled. 

4. Ona bill forspecific performance of a 
parol agreement or gift of lands by father to 
son brought against the claimants ofa year’s 
support as the family of the father, and by the 
heirs of the son, the sayings of the father and 
of his widow, who is the defendant in the bill, 
claiming the year’s support for herself and 
minor children, are admissible in behalf of 
the son’s heirs; and the administrator of the 
son not being a party of record, and in no- 
wise inte rested, is a competent witness to 
prove those sayings. 54 Ga. 624. 

5. Objections that the verdict is contrary to 
the charge of the court, however specilically 
set out, are equivalent to an objection that 
the verdict is contrary to law, and are em 
braced in that singie objection; for if the 
charge be not law, the verdict will be upheld, 
though against the illegal charge. 

6. Under the Code of Georgia, any person 
who swears to his knowledve of hand-writing 
may give his opinion thereon, to be weighed 
by the jury. Code 3839, 

7. Exclusive possession of lands of the father 
by the son for seven years is conclusive pre- 
sumption of a gift, and conveys title to the 
son, unless the latter disclaims title, or the evi- 
dence showsa loan orclaim of dominion by the 
father acknowledged by the son; and it is for 
the jury to say whether the evidence be suffi- 
cient to show such exclusive possession, with- 
out disclaimer or loan or dominion—each 
point to be settled by the weight of the 
evidence thereon. Code 2664 

8. Though a specific performance will not 
be decreed on a mere voluntary agreement or 
gratuitous promise, yet if possession be given 
under such agreement or gift, upon a merito- 
rious consideration, such as blood or close re- 
lationship by affinity, and valuable improve 
ments be made on the land, by reason of faith 
in that promise or agreement, the perform- 
ance thereof will be decreed; and slight im- 
provements, if of a valuable and permanent 
character, will suffice. Code 3189; 33 Ga., 9: 
54 Id., 624. 

9. Inthe former adjudications upon facts 
disclosed in this record, no principle antago- 
nistic to the views above was decided. The 
cases then were either between judgment 
creditors ofthe father whose liens attached 
before seven years possession by the son, or 
where for lack of power to make proper par- 
ties at law a _ specific performance, 
could not be decreed. The issue now 
is made for the first time, whose was the title 
at the death of the father. Was itin him or 
intheson? if in the father, his family are 
entitled to a year’s support out of it; if in tbe 
son, they are not; or, if at the father’s death, 
the son wasentitied to a specific performance, 
they are not. 59 Ga., 136; 67 Ilb., 19. Last 
term. 

10. The verdict is supported by evidence 
not only parol but written; the charge and 
refusals to charge embody practically the 
points herein ruled, and no material error ap- 
pears; the judgment overruling the motion for 
a new trial is therefore right. 

Judgment affirmed.

Jackson, C. J.—1. Where a motion for a new 
trial was made and perfected during term, 
and the same was to be heard in vacation on 
notice by either party to the other,and where 
by failure of the clerk to discharge his duty 
the partie: fail to meet at the time and place 
fixed by ene party and notified by him to the 
other, and thereby tbe parties having met at 
another time and place, the case was passed 
over to the next regular term of the court, 
and a motion at that term was made to dis- 
miss itand the motion overruled: 

Held, that there was no error in overruling 
the motion to dismiss. West vs. Jones, Sept. 
T. 1882. 

2. fhe act of March 3d, 1874, ‘‘to provide 
for the payment of the claims of school offi- 
cers and teachers for services rendered in the 
year 1871"’ is not unconstitutional by reason 
of a proviso in it ‘‘toat the provisions of this 
act shall not apply or operate in any county 
after any grand jury thereof shall otherwise 
recommend,’ nor by reasonof any of the 
other provisos contained in the third section 
of said act. 

3, The proviso ‘‘that the provisions of this 
act shail not apply or operate in any county 
after any grand jury thereot shall otherwise 
recommend’’ is not so repugnant to the body 
of the act as to nullify saia proviso; therefore 
a charge that a schoo! officer was not entitled 
to be paid out of the funds set apart for 
Burke county under the act of 
1874 if the grand jury that 
recommended that no offcer or teacher should 
be paid out of it, was not erroneous. 

4. A claim against a county must be pres- 
ented and audited within twelve months 
after it becomes payab!le; otherwise itis bar- 
red. This claim nut having been presented 
and audited, is barred. Code 507, 506 

5, lf not barred for this reason, it is barred 
by the ordinary statute of limitations, suit 
not having been brought within four years 
from the date of the act providing for pay- 
ment out of the fund which is sought by this 
mandamus to be held ‘iable to pay it. 

6. Under the uniform decisions of this 
court ,especially since the abolition of appeals 
to a special jury, the first grant of anes triai 
will not be scrutinized to detect errors 
of law or to_ interfere’ with the 
discretion of the superior court on ques- 
tions of fact; and such first’ grant 
of a new trial will not be overruled unle-s the 
law and the facts require the verdict; in this 
case the verdict is against the law and the 
evidence. 

7. Iu addition to the foregoing reasons four 

affirming the judgment it would seem that by 

the third section of the eigbth article of the 
constitution of the state this fund has been 
appropriated to the support of common 
schools in general, and is therefore not liable 

for thisdebt. Code 5206.

2. An award in the following: language 
‘We, the arbitrators, find and agree that 
Kilen Pike pay Luther Stallings five hundred 
and fitty do:lars and take the crop as it now 
he said plantation in controversy,’ 
is sufficiently certain. 

3. Appearance of parties at the time and 
piace of the arbitration waives all notice and 
similar defects. 

4. Appearance of the wife by the husband 
as her agent has the same legal effect as ap 
pearance by herself. 
5. Receipt by one party of that which is 
awarded to such party, will estop that party 
from refusing to comply with the award in 
favor of the other party on the plea of ille- 
gality or irregularity in the award: therefore, 
the receipt of the crop by Ellen Pike wiil 
eslop her from setting up illegalities and 
irregularities as reasons for not paying there- 
for the amount of money awarded to Luther 
Stallings.
